and Superior courts. Those who point to 
Judge Hanecy declare he himself issued 
the instructions to the two clerks. 
Cooke and Linn deny they received the 
orders, but various of their subordinates 
who received close up orders from them 
say the orders were issued and were strict 
in their form. Clerks in Levy Mayer's office 
tested the matter several times early in the 
afternoon and found all efforts to secure 
writs fruitless. They were told that orders 
had been issued to shut up shop.“ 


Bloodshed Narrowly Averted. 
With the refusal of the cierks to act the 
commissioners faced the certainty of two 
nights in the county jail without the possi- 
bility of release if they attempted to disre- 
gard the injunction. This caused the post- 
ponement of the opening of the ballots until 
tomorrow morning, when release by process 
of law will be possible. 

This decision to postpone the matter avert- 
ed a clash between the police and depyty 
sheriffs.

Police on the Roof All Night. 
With the temporary end of open hostili- 
ties, however, the election commissioners 
did not relax their tigilance. The city police 
were retained on guard continuously all 
through the night. The ballots were guard- 
ed—and will be until Monday—by six officers, 
four of whom are on the roof of the city hall. 
The commissioners declared they actually 
feared burglars might get the ballots 
through the roof, entering from the adjoin- 
ing building, in which some of the county 
officers transact business. 

Corporation Counsel Walker remained at 
his desk in the city hall throughout the 
afternoon, to be in a position to advise the 
police. He said: 

„Under the law it is the duty of the police 
to obey the election board, and I advised 
Chief O' Nein to that effect. As for guard- 
ing the ballots tonight, that is an ordinary

Prepare to Raid Ballots, 

Early in the afternoon, while the election 
board was preparing to open the ballots, the 
hour having been fixed at 3:30 o'clock, the 
plans of the opposition were disclosed to the 
attorneys for the board by detectives who 
had been working on the case.

Washington, D. C., March 28.—[Special.}— 
Investigations that are being made by the 
agricultural department in all probability 
will result in a uniform and scientific meth- 
od of grain inspection, the adoption of which 
will save millions of dollars to the farmers 
and those who buy and sell grain. 

These investigations are bein conducted 
also to ascertain the nature, cause, and ex- 
tent of the damage ordinarily suffered by 
grain in transit and storage. 

Practically all the grain dealers through- 
out the United States are in favor of a uni- 
form inspection system, but some are op- 
posed to it because they fear that the sys- 


The government will have nothing what- 
ever to do with the inspection of grain, ex- 
cept to teach the grain Inspectors the meth- 
od proposed to be put into operation. Some 
practical steps already have been taken in 
this direction. 

The need of a uniform inspection arises 
from the fact that the judgment of an in- 
spector in one grain market may not be the 
same as that in another, and wheat graded 
as No. 1 in the Minenapolis market would 
not be accepted in another market at the 
same ng. The difference in opinion on 
the part of these inspectors frequently re- 
sults in large losses on the part of those 
handling the grain. 

The same trouble applies to corn. Mr. 
Schofield of the plant industry department, 
who has been conducting a series of experi- 
ments, has just returned here from a visit to 
all the grain markets of the west. He is 


the. present system. 

Under the system now in operation the 
determination both of the quality and con- 
dition of grain is based on human judgment 
unaided. or unsustained by at least occasional 
measurements of the qualities considered. 
The inspector simply takes a handful ot 
wheat or corn and merely makes a guess as to 
its quality. His judgment may not corre- 
spond with that of another inspector in the 
market where the grain is to be delivered, 
and as a result of this difference of opinion 
the person selling the grain may be sub- 
jected to quite a financial loss, owing to the 
difference in the price of the grain as graded 
by the two inspectors. 132 9 

The quality of corn is determined largely 
by the amount of moisture in it. It is esti- 
mated that corn containing more than 14 or 
15 per cent of moisture cannot be transported 
and stored with safety, as its marketable 
value will become impaired. The price of 
corn depends largely upon the amount of 


The judgment of an inspector in this 
regard is an important matter. For instance, 
if an inspector at Chicago asserts that the 
corn contains 2 per cent of moisture and 
when ft reaches another market the inspector 
there decides it contains 4 per cent of mois- 
ture, the price will be depreciated to a consid- 
erable extent and the shipper will lose a good 
round sum on the shipment. It is true, how- 
ever, that these inspectors become expert in 
determining the quality of corn, but in doubt- 
ful cases it is impossible to do so. 

= 

It is the aim of the D unn! depart- 
merit to place in the hands of these inspectors 
an apparatus which can be depended upon to 
determine the quality of corn. This ap- 
paratus is simple in the extreme and consists 
of a small balance or scale, an ordinary 
grinder, and a small oven. It requires ex- 
actly two hours to determine the amount of 
moisture in the corn by this apparatus, and 
this will fix the price absolutely. 

When there is a dispute as to the amount 
of moisture in the corn a sample of it is taken 
from a carload lot and weighed with the 
balance. It then is placed in the grinder . 
and converted into meal. The meal then is 
placed it in a small tin pan, which is put in an 
oven, where it remains until all the moisture 
has been cooked. out of it. The meal then is 
weighed and the difference between the 
weight of the corn and the meal is the amount 
of moisture which the corn contained. 

Another point in determining the quality of 
corn ie the number of imperfect grains. It is 
proposed to overcome this difficulty by taking 
a sample of the corn, counting 100 grains, 
and from these selecting the imperfect grains 
and counting them. Another hundred grains 
then is chosen and the some operation gone 
through. The number of imperfect grains in 
a hundred grains will determine what per 
cent of the corn is imperfect and whether or 
not it meets the requirements of the in- 
spectors. | 

Nearly every grain market has its own 
rules for inspecting grain, and consequently 
there is great difficulty in securing a un- 
formity of a.basis of measurement; in fact, 
there is none. The idea of the. secretary 
of agriculture and the experts who are work- 
ing on this problem is to demonstrate the 
value of a uniform basis of inspection and 
place it before the grain dealers of the coun- 
try’ who quickly will see its value and 
adopt it, ; 

One trouble with the present system is 
that grain shipped abroad from one Ameri-, 
can port as one grade is inferior to that 
shipped from another port. This results in 
the port sending the inferior grain losing its 
prestige with the foreign purchaser. 

Under the present system of measuring 
and grading wheat the weight of this product 
of fifty-eight pounds to a bushel in most 
instances is fixed as the basis.

2, than out ot a carload which the inspectors 
have graded as No. 1. 3 

This is an unanswerableargument. In the 
judgment of the experts of the department 
the present method of measuring wheat is 
worthless. Wheat primarily is produced for

Final Arrangements Made for the 14,- 
OOO Mile Journey Across 
the Continent. 

Washington, D. C., March 28.—All arr 
ments for President Roosevelt's western tour 
have been completed, and the itinerary was 
given out tonight. Few changes have been 
made in the itinerary as published a few 
days ago. The president will leave Washing- 
ton on Wednesday, April 1, at 9:06 a. m. 
The run to Chicago, the first stopping place, 
will be made direct, allowing only. for the 
necessary railroad changes. “Chicago will be 
reached on the morning of April 2. The 
program for Chicago and .vicinity will in- 
clude visits to the Northwestern university 
and Chicago university and a meeting at the 
Auditorium in the evening. : 

From Chicago President. Roosevelt will 
made a tour of the northwestern states, vis- 
iting Wisconsin, Minnesota, South Dakota 
North Dakota, and going as far west as Cin- 
nabar, Mont. From this point, on April 8. 
he will go to the Yellowstone park for a 
sixteen days’ trip. He will then turn east- 
ward through Wyoming. pass through Ne- 
braska and Iowa, reaching St. Louis for the 
dedication of the exposition on April 30. | 

From St. Louis the president will, again 
start westward, making brief stops in Kan- 
sas, Colorado, New Mexico, and Arizona, 
and arriving at San Bernardino May.7. He 
will tour California, Nevada, Oregon; Wash- 
ington, Utah, and Wyoming, and will be at 
Cheyenne on Decoration day and deliver the 
address. He will then start homeward. 
reaching Iowa and Illinois cities" June 2, 3, 
and 4. — 4 

In IIIlinois he will stop at Freeport, Rock- 
ford, Rochelle, Aurora, Joliet, Dwight, Pon- 
tiac, Lexington, and Bloomington. 

Lincoln, III., will be reached on the marn- 
ing of June 4 and a stop of ten minutes wil!

Special Session of United States 
- Congress to Approve Action 
Now Is Assured.

{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] I 

HAVANA, March 28.—The. reciprocity 
treaty between Cuba and the United States, 
as amended by the senate af the United 
States, was approved in the Cuban senate 
tonight by a vote ot 12 to 9. N 

This approval is absolute and is not ham- 
pered by any conditions, the questionable 
time ‘limit amendment having been dispensed 
with through the receipt of the cable mes- 
sage from Secretary Hay in which it was 
positively declared that President Roosevelt 
would call a special session of congress prior 
to Dec. 1. 

The purport of this assurance was trans- 
mitted to the senate by President Palma and 
read at the beginning of the session, an un- 
derstanding having been reached previously 
with Senators Bustamente, Capote, and Doiz, 
composing the majority of the foreign rela- 
tions committee, that the objectionable con- 
dition in the report be eliminated. , 


All Amendments Are Approved. 

This was done by the offering of amend- 
ments by the other administration senators 
substituting the unconditional adoption of 
the amendments to the treaty by the Amer- 
ican senate for the qualified acceptance con- 
tained in the original report. 

Final action was delayed for a long time 
by the discussion of an amendment offered 
by Senators Sangullly, Tamayo, and Recio 
requiring the house to pass upon the treaty. 

Senator Sanguilly argued that while the 
constitution was not explicit upon this 
‘point, the representatives in congress of the 
people ought to be consulted as well as the 
commercial interests, whose opinions the 
committee had sought eagerly. He cited the 
actions of the United States as a precedent, 
and said that the committee evidently was 
afraid that the treaty would be defeated if 
submitted to the house. 4 

Senator Dolz admitted that this was a 
good reason, and quoted the constitution to 
show that reference to the house was not re- 
quired. The amendment requiring the house 
to pass on the treaty was defeated by a vote 
of 5 to 15. 


Anxious to Hurry Enforcement. 

An amendment to or a substitute for the 
committee’s majority report was then of- 
fered by Senators Frias, Monteagudo, and 
Betancourt. This approved and ratified all 
the amendments of the senate at Washing- 
ton, and recommended that the Cuban ex- 
ecutive take action conducive to obtaining 
effective reciprocity as soon as possible. To

y Fights the Treaty. 

Senator Sanguilly, in a long and impas- 
sioned speech against the ratification of the 
treaty, impressively pictured the gradual 
absorption of Cuba by the United States, in 
which he said the present action was one 
step. He argued that it was practically dis- 
graceful for Cuba to be a party to such a 
scheme. The speaker's wit and eloquence 
caused occasional bursts of approving ap- 
plause from the spectators, and when he 
concluded he was greeted with a roar of ap- 
plause in which all the senators joined. 

Senator Bustamente, in a brief and able 
final speech, cited various incidents of his- 
tory to show that neither weak nor wicked 
nations make commercial treaties and pre- 
dicted with certainty the results in this case. 

The vote was taken separately on each sec- 
tion of the substitute report. The vote on 
the unconditional ratification of the treaty 
was 12to9; on recommendation to the execu- 
tive it was 11 to 9. The session of the pres- 
ent senate then adjourned. The ratifications 
will be exchanged by cable. 

United States Minister Squiers said this 
evening: 

“The ratification of the treaty without 
amendment:is due almost entirely to the 
assurances given by President Roosevelt 
that he will call an extra session of congress 
before Dec. 1. This action of the president 
will be appreciated and accepted by the Cu- 
ban government and people as an additional 
evidence of the most sincere friendship and 
interest on the part of a man in whom they 
have ever had unbounded faith and confi- 
dence.“ 


Assures an Extra Session. 

Washington, D. C., March 28.— [Special. 
According to the pledge made to the Cuban 
government by President Roosevelt, through 
Secretary of State Hay, the unconditional! 
ratification of the reciprocity treaty at Ha- 
vana means an extra session of the United 
States congress next fall. 

The president made his promise uncondi- 
tionally and will keep the pledge without 
hesitation, and has so notified the members 
who are now on the ground. The understand- 
ing*is that the extra session will be called to 
meet during the first week in November, as 
that will give plenty of time for the passage 
of the necessary joint resolution before the 
holidays. 

The president is not at all limited by the 
constitution in regard to giving notice of an 
extra session, so that if the events should 
make it necessary. he might call congress a 
month or two earlier, although that is not 
now deemed probable. ~*

By way of showing the extent to which the 
issuing of free permits is carried on, Ald.’ 
Fick of the Ninth ward stated in a speech 
that he had succeeded in securing 4,000 of 
them for peddiers living in the Ghetto. Nat- 
urally he made the statement to secure votes 
for Harrison among the peddlers and their 
friends. Since the campaign opened free 
permits have been issued at the rate of 200 
to 200 a day. The licenses should cost the 
holder from $10 to $25.

But the “ organization,” 80 
called, does not appear to be able to control 
the house. It has, to be sure, the assistance 
and codperation of Representatives ‘Benja- 
min Marion Mitchell and a dozen other dem- 
ocrats from Cook, but it is not as strong on 
the republican side as it was when the house 
was organized.

KILLED BY COLLEGE ATHLETE

R. D. Lackridge of University of Indiana 
Meets Accidental Death at Louisville, 
Ky., High School Grounds.

D. Lachridge of the University of Indiana 
track team was accidentally killed at the 
high school athletic grounds in this city this 
afternoon by atwelve pound hammer thrown 
by J. R. Horn of the same university.

When the revolver was delivered to him he 
took it and hurried out of the store.“

ELECTRIC LINES ARE. SPEEDY. 


German Engineers Expect to Be Able to 
. Run Cars et the Rate of 125 
Miles an Hour. 
[FOREIGN * CORRBSPOXDENCE OF THE TRIBUNE. | 
BERLIN, March 18.—In his report upon 
the results of the rapid transit experiments 
over the military toad between Berlin and 
Zossen, Chief Engineer Dr. Reichel states 
that several long distance trips were made 
with the electric rapid transit cars, and that 
the velocity was from 120 to 125 kilometers 


per hour (75 to. 78 miles). 


At a speed of 100 kilometers per hour (100 
miles) the required power was up to 15,000 
volts; for starting the train the mechanical 
power was equal to 2,500 horse power; in 
full motion only 700, Each of the two motor 
cars carried three attached cars easily ata 
speed of 120 kilometers (75 miles) per hour, 
the total weight being a bout 200 tons. 

The chief engineer gives it as hie opinion 
that 8 speed of 200 kilometers (125 miles) 
‘attained, provided the required 
amount of electric energy can be supplied, as 
during Full motion from 1,400 to 1,500 horse 
power is required. For freight transporta- 
tion also electric power gave good results. 
4 train of 200 tons gross weight was easily 
moved, even over inclines of 1.200, at a speed 
of 62 kilometers per hour (32% miles). 

Through the possibility of supplying the 
motor car directly with a current. of 10,000 
and more volts the weight of the motor cars 
and that of the transformers could be re- 
duced from ninety-two to seventy-eight tons, 
equal to a saving of twenty-elght tons “ 
dead weight. 


WATER POWER OF ER OF THE WORLD. 


Computation Made by a ade by d German Expert 
Shows Amount of Energy Avaiia- 
ble in Various Countries.

FRANKFORT, March 18.— Representatives 
of the technical industries are trying to form 
an approximate estimate of the water power 
of various countries available for the produc- 
tion of electric power. According to a com- 
putation by Mr. Gradewitz, Germany and 


Austria together utilize at present 180,000. 


horse power; Switzerland, about 160,000; 
Sweden, 200,000, and the United States, 
400,000. 

The total water power available for Sweden 
is estimated at 2,000,000 horse power, for 
France at 10,000,000, and the same amount for 
the mountainous parts of Germany, Austria, 
Switzerland, and Italy. In the United States 
the Niagara Falls alone could furnish 10,000, - 
000 horse power. 

The cities of Bozen and Meran in the valley 
of the River Etsch are supplied with power 
‘from this river, which costs less than $5 for 
each horse power per year, the greatest 
transmission distance is about nineteen miles. 
In Germany aoe electric motors are at 
pfesent in use. 

Mr. Gradewitz coriaiders the prospects for 
using electricity for heating purposes on a 
large scale more favorable than commonly 
believed. It would, he claims, be cheaper, for 
instance, to evaporate the salt springs at 
‘the celebrated bathing place, Hall, by elec- 
tricity produced at the falls about twelve and 
one-half miles away, than ay using coal at 
‘prevailing prices.

„ Study of the Universe '’ so late as the mid- 
dle of 1001, wherein he concluded that the 
collection of stars we call the 
limited in extent,’ but. wit ‘eighteen 
months a new fact came to ight, Waking 
his arguments. This was Anderaon’s discov- ‘ 
ery in February, 1001, of a new star suddenly 
blazing up 1 A the constellation Perseus. In 
June Pickering reported that the spectrum of 
howe new star had been gradually e ging 
to that of gaseous nebula. Newcomb was 
able to note this fact in his book, but could 
— follow the history of the new star further. 


Nebula Already There. 

Further obéervations led to the acceptation 
at the view that the nebula was already there 
and was suddenly made visible. This was 
seemingly positive evidence of the previously 

ted existence of a vast nebula. not 
unous, but capable of reflecting light, 
and th ore of partially obstructing it. 

Turner, in discussing the discovery of this 
great dark nedula, asks how many suth 
bodies are there, and applies the discovery 
to the leading argument used by Newcomb 
and Wallace to prove the limitation of the 

niverse—viz.: that the dark rifts in the 
milky Way are really tunnéls through the 
rT unſverse into an outer space void of 
stars 

Prof. Turner refers to the alternative view, 
that these rifts are caused by some screen ob- 
structing the light from siars beyond, and 
says: When Neweomb’s book was writ- 
ten there was no positive evidence in support 
_ Of the latter view. Now we have obtained 
indications of the dark nebula, such as might 
satisfy these conditions.“ 


Earth Not the Center. ä 

Prof. Turner next deals with Wallace's 
contention that the universe has a definite 
center, near whereto the earth has been for 
millions of years, and after arguing that 
there is no true center of the universe, shows 
that even if there were, the earth couldn't 
occupy it long, for a solar system is known 
to be moving among the stars at a rate such 
that in millions of years it must-have cov- 
ered a large fraction of the dimensions sug- 
gested for the limited universe. 

With regard to Wallace’s statement that 
the earth has dé¢eloped humanity because 
it is at the center of the universe, while it 
is improbable that it has developed else- 
where, Turner says the argument simply 
amounts to saying that life is impossible 
at the uttermost boundaries of the universe, 
and therefore it is only possible at its center.

NEW STAR NEAR MILKY.WAY 
« SEEN BY YERKES TELESCOPE. 


‘Discovery Made by at or- 
ford, Eng., Confirmed: by observa- 
tions Made at Williams Bay. 


‘Williams Bay, Wis., March 28. 1— 

A telegram announcing the discovery of a 
new star of the eighth magnitude by Prof. 
Turner of Oxford was received yesterday at 
the Yerkes observatory. Aspectroscopic ex- 
amination of the star with, the forty inch 
‘Yerkes telescope was made last evening by 
Director Hale and Mr. Ellerman. With a 
direct vision spectroscope several strong, 
right lines, of which the red hydrogen line 
Was most conspicuous, were seen on the 
faint continuous spectrum. 
From the character of the spectrum there 
can be little doubt that the object is a genu- 
ine new star” and not a variable star, as 
was suggested in the telegram announcing 
the discovery. Special apparatus is being 
prepared in the hope of photographing the 
spectrum tonight. 

Barnard's observations with the 
Torty inch telescope show that the focus for 
the’ nova, Which is extremely red in color, 
ig the same as for any ordinary star. His 

fcrometrical measures of the nova give 
Following: Position right ascension, 
6 hours, 37 minutes, 48.97 seconds; declina-

According to the 0 of the Chicago 
Teachers’ federation nearly all the teachers 


in the public schools are opposed to the ed- 


ucational bill prepared by President Mark 


of the Board of Education aaa pending be- 
fore the legislature. 

The federation decided to take a secret 
vote and ballots were sent to each school 
last week. Every teacher who had charge 
of a room was permitted to vote. It has 
been stated that the teachers were in favor 
ot the Mark bill and that certain teachers’ 
‘organizations were attempting to give the 
impression that the teachers were opposed. 
The returns were examined by Mrs. Frank 
Wean, president of the Cook County League 
‘of Woman's Clubs and she issued a state- 
ment that the official envelopes’ had ‘not 
been tampered with in any way. Some of 
the schools have not made a report, but 
from the schools which had sent in repogts 
4,050 teachers were eligible to vote. Of 
this number 137 voted in favor of the Mark 
bill and 3,342 were opposed to it. From 500 
the federation has no return. . 

The installation yesterday of the officers 
ot the federation, elected a week ago, was 
a formal matter and few of them - made 
speeches.

The purpose of this society will be to 
bring the different institutions into closer 
relationship, so that they may be in a posi- 
tion to work together in harmony for gen- 
eral good. There are plenty of hospitals in 
Chicago. They will accommodate 5,000 pa- 
tients, but there are few free beds. 

“The hospitals often work at cross pur- 
poses. It is the aim of this society to, bring 
the institutions in closer relationship, as 
much good will result when the inetitutions 
work in harmony.”

The writer asked the woman to write to 
him care of general delivery.“ A well 
dressed man appeared at the main pestoffice 
yesterday and gave this name. 

‘He was arrested, but denied at first that 
he was “ Brown.” He afterwards admitted 
this and said his real name was Trimble. 
He gave his address as 4604 Calumet avenue, 
and claims to work for Morris Mills, 210 
West Twelfth street. 

Trimble was taken before United States 
| Commissioner Foote, and after waiving ex- 
amination was held to the federal grand 
Jury in $1,000 bonds. 


SOLDIER OF FORTUNE DEAD. 


Axel E Walter af Jocknick Ex- 
pires at His Home, 937 Edge- 


Axel Jonas Walter af Jocknick, a member 


of the Swedish Jocknick family of. nobles, 


soldier of fortune and athletic instructor, 
died on Friday at his home, 9387 Edgewater 
place, and will be buried next Sunday. He 
was born in 1859 in Karlborg's castle, Swed- 
en, and at 16 graduated from Marieberg's 
and Karlberg’s Military academy. He served 
in the Swedish army for a time and then went 
to London and Berlin. . 

An offer of $10,000 a year from the Chilean 
government took him to Chile, where for 
several years he was chief instructor in gym- 
nastics in the army. After a short residence 
‘in Uruguay he went to Argentina and later 
to: Brazil, in each country serving in the army 
as instructor in gymnastics. 

He came to Chicago during the world’s 
fair and opened a schaol.of gymnastics. 
During the Spanish-American war he organ- 
ized'a regiment of Swedish- Americans and 
was elected major. The regiment continued 
to drill up to the time of the signing of the 
peace protocol, when it was disbanded. Mr. 
Jocknick is survived by a wife and sister.

Cambridge, heretofore, was opposed to the 
project, but its decisive victory is believed to 
practically assure the acceptance of an 
American university challenge if one is sent. 

Oxford all along favored an American visit 
and now that the Cambridge men have as- 
sured themseives of their ability to do their 
share in the meeting they have been won 
over to the same view. | 

The English team, doubtless, will include 
a majority of Cambridge men. This year is 
considered to be a particular favorable time, 
since no other international athietic meeting 
or similar-big attraction is contemplated.

Vote of Golf Players Favors Adoption 
of Match Play System for Ama- 
teur Chempionship. 


New York, March 28.—[Special.}—To judge 
by the answers received to the circular of 
March 7. sent out by the United States Golf 
association’s committee, asking the opinion 
of some sixty players as to how the amateur 
championship zhould be played, the method 
followed by Nassau County club when the 
players meet on Aug. 28 will be straight 
match play, with no qualifying round.

"BRITISH POLITICS 


Liberal Party Defeated to 
Prove the Power of the 
London Daily Mail. 


larger Revenues and Prospect 
of Lower Taxes May Yet 
Avert Disaster.

LONDON, March 28.—R. W. Perks and 
Alfred Harmsworth between them have 
saved Chertsey for the government and 
helped Lord Rosebery obtain a clean slate. 
Harmsworth's motives are purely commer- 
celal, He aims at making his half penny 
Daily Mail as powerful in politics as the 
three penny Times was in Delane's best days, 
and profits by a practical demonstration that 
a pro-Boer candidate opposed by him is con- 
demned to defeat, although two liberals 
favored by him have been elected in con- 
servative strongholds. 

Perks’ interest in the transaction is less 
obvious. He aspires, to his own 
account, to organize British nonconformity 
for obtaining victories as decisive as the 
Trish nationalists have secured in the land 
purchase bill. His mission is not sanctioned, 
however, by the nonconformist press, which 
scouts the idea of playing off a free church 
political alliance against a home rule alli- 
ance. 

Whether Lord Rosebery is grateful for a 
demonstration against Sir Henry Campbell- 


Bannerman, which may react against him- « 


self. is doubtful. The evil spirit of faction 
politics must be exercised before a united 
liberal party can be restored to power. 


New Life for the Ministry. 

The government meanwhile has been in- 
vigorated by a display of courage and the 
efficiency of the Irish policy. The text of the 
land bill excites controversy over minor 
points and Secretary Wyndham needs to ex- 
plain many things, but the measure as a 
whole has been received with equal favor in 
England and Ireland and seems destined to 
‘be enacted with a close approach to unanim- 
ity after an exhaustive examination in com- 


_ mittee. The tories are again exuktant and 


proclaiming that with the budget showing a 


reduction on the Income tax all may yet go 
well, as the revenue returns have been heavy 
this week. It seems likely that these reduc- 
tions will be possible in the income tax, es- 


pecially as only a small fraction of the cash 


bonus for the land purchase bill will be re- 
quired for the next fiscal year. 

Deliverance from defeat at Chertsey will be 
costly, if it encourages wasteful habits by 
the spendthrift government. There are no 
signs of retrenchment in any branch of the 
public service. The Boer war has been. 
financed sé badly that corisols have fallen to 
90 and with Transvaal and Irish borrowing 
in sight may drop to 85 long before Brodrick's 
costly army corps are actually recruited for 
imperial defense. 


: King’s Foreign Journey. | 
The king's foreign journey, unlike the Ger 
man emperor's visit to Copenhagen, has no 
political significance. He will return the 
visit of the king of Portugal, and probably 
will meet the king of Italy at Palermo or 
Spezzia. The Mediterranean cruise may be 
extended to Malta and Egypt, but there is 
no official warrant for the statement. The 
king travels for pleasure, and announces his 
plans at the last moment, thereby aiding 
the foreign police in taking precauttons 
against anarchists. 

The king’s journey to Dalkeith and Holy- 


rod next May will be followed, acording to 


current reports, by a royal progress through 
Ireland. 


Signs of Intellectual Activity. 
Apaft from political events of the week 
there have been signs of intellectual ac- 
tivity. The Royal Geographical society has, 
commemorated the 300th anniversary of 
the death of Queen Bess by a deeply in- 
teresting exhibition of memorials and relics 
of that heroic period of maritime ad- 
venture. This has been followed by the earl- 
jest reports of the work of the British ant- 
arctic expedition. Sir Clements Markham, 
while greatly annoyed by the evidence that 
there were defective stores in the expensive- 
/ ly provisioned but badly constructed ship, and 
that dogs were lost and the crew exposed 
to scurvy, has pronounced ‘the results of 
scientific exploration as highly satisfactory. 
Own theory that the mysterious ice cliff 
seen by Sir James Ross and Capt. Borch- 
grévink, is the outward edge of the glacial 
mass between two mountain ranges has been 
confirmed. Capt Scott has discovered that 
the range extends far beyond Erebus and 
Terror, and has strehgthened the current 
hypothesis that the south pole is the center 
of a mountainous glacial cohtinent. Capt. 
Scott’s determination to prolong the work of 
the expedition to the third year is not re- 
gretted by official of the Royal Geographical 
society, although it will compel them to raise 
more money and to send back a relief ship. 


Discoveries in the Antarctic. 


Beott has made a long dash southward, ex- 
plored the volcanic mountains, and made an 
imvestigation into the condition of the ice 
barrier which stretches eastward from Vic- 
torta land. His remaining work probably 
will be the exploration of the islands west- 
ward in order to ascertain whether Wilkes 
Land has a more substantial foundation than 
the ice belts. Three other expeditions are at 
work in the antarctic region. 

The scientific writers are exercising their 
imaginations in attempting to solve the mys- 
tery of radium. Sir Wiliam Crookes does 
not regard the emission of heat as anything 
more than a fraction of the energy which is 
exerted by radium in space when it is hurling 
off material particles and luminous scintille- 
tions, and pouring out torrents of Roentgen

The best relic is Dickens’ last letter, 
written the day before his death to a non- 
conformist minister who had complained of 
the irreverent use made in Edwin Drood of 
a scriptural passage containing a prophetic 
account of Christ. : 

Many objects once belonging to Dickens 
are exhibited, including the writing desk 
used in his American tour; a bottle of Ma- 
deira, a sun dial, tea urn, and spoon warmer 
from Gad's Hill, a Latin book presented by 
him to his tutor, and a favorite walking stick. 
The letter box in which he deposited his first 
sketch for publication is also shown, with 
the original sign of the little wooden midship- 
man in Dombey & Son; an old chair, the cop- 
per boiler from the Maypole inn, and other 
objects mentioned in his novels. 

The chief paintings are Luke Fildes’ 
Empty Chair.“ from thé Gad’s Hill library, 
and E. M. Ward's portrait of Dickens at Tav- 
istock house.

English Accept Land Bill. 

The British attitude on the Irish land bill 
remains one of sober acquiescence. The 
question had to be handled and it has been 
done in a bfll which recognizes the three 
fundamental principles of importance to Ire- 
land first and to the interest of the whole 
united kingdom. It puts an end to dual 
ownership of land in Ireland and introduces 
the system of peasant ownership. Second, 
it utilizes the credit of the stdte to bring 
about the result. Third, in order to facilitate 
the purchase scheme it makes a free grant 
of public money. It is when we come to 
analyze the measure clause by clause that 
the matter for keen difference of opinion 
emerges. The fact is, the landlords,-having 
done so well, are beginning to ask themselves 
whether they might not have done better. 


Some of the Objections. 

The tenants’ first objections are that it 
will be impossible for them to pay twenty- 
five years’ rent for their holdings, and that 
this, added to the bonus from the state, is too 
liberal treatment for the landlords, especially 
as the latter are to be relieved of all costs 
of the transfer, which, it is estimated, will 
amount to $10,000,000 or $15,000,000.

Like Dickens’ Story. 

The investigation, as it proceeds, develops 
a striking parallel to the analagous scientific 
discussion so facetiously described by Dick- 
ens in a memorable chapter or Pickwick 
Papers.“ Meanwhile the tiara of Saitaphar- 
nes, like almost all topics of adtuality in 
France, has become a question of politics, 
throwing the Therese Humbert affair into 
the shade, and has led to a polemic between 
Relnach and Rochefort, which may be settled 
by a duel.

It was in vain that Abbé Lemire called to 
mind that the Chartreux for over 1,000 years 
had worked and struggled in accord and sym- 
pathy with the precepts of the founder of 
that order and with the conscience of the 


Abbe Makes a Vain lea. 

The plucky abbé proved himself one of the 
most accomplished orators in the French 
parliament. He even shed tears on the 
tribune, but his clerical costume acted like 
a scarlet mantle to a bull and elicited from 
the radicals, socialists, and free thinkers 
an overwhelming torrent of invective. 

It was a most picturesque and gallant 
Premier Combes, 
with a sly, sardonic smile, ascended the 
tribune after Abbé Lemire had concluded 
and in a few terse words explained that the 
Grand Chartreux had refused to comply 
with the laws to which all associations in 
France, whether religious or industrial, must 
submit. Moreover, he said that thé Grand 
Chartreux had taken an active part in poli- 
tics and that they must quit France like 
all other recalcitrant congregations. 

This view of Premier Combes was adopted 
by the chamber with a solid majority of 187 
votes, being the largest majority the cabinet 
yet has secured on any religious issue, in- 
dicating stormy weather ahead for the 
Roman Catholic church in France, and fore- 
boding “an approaching attack on the con- 
cordat. 


RACE OF WADERS IN NEW GUINEA 


Human Beings Living in Swamps and 
Resembling Apes Described by 
British Explorer. 


[BY TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUN®.] 

LONDON, March 28.—It is seldom that a 
olue book contains anything so Interesting 
as the report on the ape like swamp dwell- 
ers of New Guinea. This strange race of 
human beings has dwelt in the swamps from 
times Which antedate the oldest native tradi- 
tions, and they are evidently on the high 
road to becoming a distinct variety of the 
animal known as homo sapiens. 

They have lost three inches in stature, 
and, while retaining muscular arms and a 
robust trunk, have short and slender legs. 
Walking always in water or on moist ground, 
they have feet with long, fragile looking 
toes, which they place on the ground “ like 
wooden feet.“ Walking on hard ground 
makes these bleed, and, unlike the ordinary 
natives, whose skin is everywhere tight and 
smooth, the outline of their loins is obscured 
by folds of the skin. 

“More ape like than any human being 
that 1 have seen. is the concluding criti- 
cism of the acting administrator. It is prob- 
able, of course, that this effort of nature to 
create a new species of amphibious human 
being, with flat swimming and wading feet 
and degenerate physique, will be defeated 
by oug civilizing agencies. Fifty years hence 
the last recognizable speciments of this 
queer race , perhaps, have encased their 
paddle feet in boots—perhaps their women 
will be wearing high heeled shoes. But the 
record of their existence is interesting.

Conciliating Attitude Shown. 

Wyndham’'s Irish land purchase scheme, 
introduced on Wednesday, had been awaited 
with the keenest anxiety and most hopeful 
anticipation. Therecent conference between 
the representatives of the land owners and 
tenants had given evidence of a more con- 
ciliatory attitude on both sides of Irish poll 
tics toward this thorny question, the impos- 
sibility of settling which hitherto has been 
admittedly the root and cause of the Irish 
discontent and disaffection. 

The report of that conference suggested a 
plan by which the tenants could purchase 
their holdings from the landlords and thus 
become proprietors, thereby obviating all 
those distressing incidents associated with

It thus will be apparent that although 
the details of the bill had been studiously 
kept secret its main outlines were known 
to the public, whose curiosity as to the prac- 
tical methods by which it was proposed te 
carry it into effect grew greater as the day 
approached for its exposition. 

The house was extremely full, both of 
members and visitors, the peers’ galleries 
being thronged with Irish lords and the 
strangers’ galleries with less exalted persons 
of all shades of opinion, interested in Irish 
politics, while the ladies’ gallery was ten- 
anted by those charming princesses, the 
daughters of the duke of Connaught, many 
Irish peeresses, and the wives and daughters 
of cabinet ministers and members of pariia- 
ment.

His oratorical style, while 
far removed from that of the greatest mas- 
ters of parliamentary eloquence, is distin- 
guished and attractive, and his language is 
well chosen and adorned by many literary 
eleganciés, while free from ostentation or 
meretricious embellishments. 

It is impossible in a brief space to give even 
an outline of this complicated and difficult 
measure, concerning which the most accom- 
plished students of Irish politics hesitate te 
commit themselves without a careful study 
of its provisions. | 


Fear Increased Taxation.

Christian was born in Germany as a German 

„ and had but faint prospects in his 
early youth of ever ascending the Danish 
throne. In fact, he may be said to have 
deen forced upon King Frederick VII. as his 
successor by the great powers assembled in 
congress in London in 1852. 

Both kings commenced their reign amid 
scenes of turmoil and bloodshed, the first 
months following King George's advent to 
the throne being marked by disturbances 
and sanguinary riots in the streets of Athens, 
while King Christian was called upon to con- 
front not only the invasion of his dominions 
by Prussia and Austria, but likewise dis- 
affection within, which culminated in the 
mob at Copenhagen smashing the windows 
of the royal palace and pelting the carriage 
containing the reigning fanilly with mud and 
stones, Princess Dagmar, now the widowed 
ezarina of Russia, being cut so seriously on 
the forehead with one of the missiles that she 
bears to this day the scar of the wound. And 
as a final coincidence, I may add that Both 
sovereigns, the father and son, are known 
to be heartily tired of their thrones and 
anxious to abdicate in favor of their respec- 
tive eldest sons. For each of them in the 
eventide of his life has been forced by his 
subjects to intrust the administration of the 
country to statesmen with whom he is 
neither in political nor personal sympathy, 
and to give his consent to measures which 
‘are distasteful to him, and which he con- 
siders to be detrimental to the welfare of 
the nation and of his dynasty. 


NASMUCH as Christian IX. 
is 85 years of age and has 
become frail of late, it is 
possible that he may be 
gathered to his fathers be- 
fore he has time to put into 
execution his projects of ab- 
dication. But King George’s 
abandonment of his Hel- 
lenic throne may be looked 
for at any moment, the gt- 
mosphere of Greece having 
ceased to be congenial to 
him. He is no longer in 
touch with his subjects, is 
debarred by the intense 
jealousies of the rival politi- 
cal factions’ from forming 
any friepdships with the 
Greeks, being thus. restrict- 
ed in the matter of social in- 
tercourse to the diplomatic corps and to the 
foreigners who may be happening to visit 
Athens, and is constantly compelled by the 
somewhat disreputable policy of the cabi-

S might have been expected

In order to appreciate just what this means 
it must be explained that ever since the war 
with Turkey the crown prince, realizing that 
the ignomirious showing made by the Greek 
army in the field was due primarily to the 
extent to which politics had impaired its 
discipline, has endeavored to eliminate such 
influences fronPits ranks, and to restrict the 
promotion, the transfers, and the appoint- 
ments to the commander in chief, leaving 
the cabinet no direct control of the troops 
save throug® him. The new army bill un- 
does everything that the crown prince has 
accomplished in this respect, and is destined 
to render the army more of a mere political 
machine than ever. The measure is spon- 
sored by the minister of war, Limpritis, but 
its real parent and originator is Gen. Smol- 
enski, a near relative of the new premier 
and the avowed foe of the crown prince, 


whom he has publicly charged with the re- 


sponsibility for Greece’s defeat by the Turks. 
The ure is well nigh certain to be 
Voted by the chamber, and inasmuch as the 
kings refusal to sanction it is as likely as 
not to lead to a revolution, he will probably 
avail himself of the opportunity to carry out 
his long planned project of abdicating in 
favor of his son, the crown prince. This 
would spare the latter the affront which his 
old enemy, Gen. Smolenski, is endeavoring 
to place upon’ him by securing his reduction

For, whereas King 
George has no hold whatsoever on the 
hearts of the people of the land of his adop- 
tion, the venerable Danish ruler is person- 
ally beloved by his subjects, even though 
they are opposed to his political methods. 
Indeed, it may be questioned whether there 
is in all Europe a monarch who enjeys a 
greater degree of popularity and of loyalty 
to his person than Christian IX. This does 
not prevent, however, his subjects from 
forcing upon him ministers to whom he is 
politically opposed and who are not, it may 
be added, congenial to him personally. They 
are ultra-liberal and radical, whereas he 
is an old fashioned tory, and now, by way 
of celebrating the fortieth anniversary of 
his accession to the throne, the people of 
Copenhagen, that is to say, of his capital, 
and where he makes his home, have just 
elected a full fledged socialist of the name 
of Jansen as burgomaster. No wonder under 
the circumstances that he is disgusted, 
broken by age and infirmity, shaken by the 
death of his strong minded wife, who was 
his chief moral support throughout nis

His speeches make more fine prose than 
many members of the Academie have to their 
eredit, and one may say that Waldeck-Rous- 
“geau would honor the assembly of immortals 
more than the Academie could possibly honor 
‘him.

‘for there are traditions which have always 
deen respected in regard to membership.

A number of men who voted for Rostand 
promised Masson to vote for him if he would 
withdraw in favor of the young poet, whom 
ce, as a nation, wanted to honor. 
The political set in the Academie has prom- 
‘ised its support to Ribot, who has more of a 
reputation as a politician of great talent than 
Qs a littérateur, although he is one of the 
greatest authorities upon education. Acad- 
“Miclans have particularly a 
Ribot’s defense of liberal education. 
* Waldeck-Rousseau himself has not yet 
posted his candidature, which, because it was 
first announced in a foreign paper, has been 
called a “candidature etrangére.” This 
Premature announcement was the work of 
friends of the former premier, who desired 
to feel public opinion. An inquiry will be 
Made by Waldeck-Rousseau’s friends as to 
how binding the promises to Masson and 
Ribot are, and if they are insurmountable 
the former premier will await a more favor- 
able occasion to post his candidature.

ZOLA for my tastes are simple 
and my wants few, but there are the children 
who must be provided for,’’. and to these 
Mme. Zola has relinquished all the rights 
to royalties on her husband's novels. 

Only intimate friends know how. much the 
Dreyfus case cost Mme. Zola, who, loving her 
husband as she did, suffered intensely at the 
treatment he received from his fisst entry 
into the affair. She realized that as far as his 
fortune was concerned, the affair had ruined 
him, and, while she is too noble a woman to 


complain about the material effects of the 


disaster, she has with difficulty hid her 
sufferings over the forsaking of friends, the 
public hate, and all the other bitter things 
she was subjected to with her husband. 
The only sign she gave of weakness was in 
praying Dreyfus not to attend the funeral 
of the man whom she wants to make in his 
death as he had been in the early part of 
their life—a simple citizen, around whom 
public hate had not yet gathered. The hard 
earned prosperity, fame, and happiness were 
only of short duration for Mme. Zola.. True, 
the fame of her life companion remains un- 
changed, but without him there is no pleas- 
ure in it for her.

Every wall in Paris 
is posted with posters headed, 4 New 
Bastile to Be Taken.“ Popular sentiment 
is worked up to a high pitch on the subject, 
as the utility of the Matin's various cam- 
paigns have been universally recognized. 
The question is a vital one for the French 
press, for there has been an effort to stifie 
the Matin on account of its propensity to 
put its finger upon evils constituting a public 
danger. The Matin apparently does not in- 
tend to be stifled.

An anxious querist once wrote to the editress of an etiquette column 
to ask whether she or her husband should knock at the door when making 
a call. The editress, in replying that it did not matter in the least which 
of them knocked, made no attempt to conceal her amusement at the ques- 
tion. Many years ago when I was editing a monthly home journal a girl 
wrote and asked me if it would be legal to be married in a waterproof and 
told me that hers was to be a clandestine marriage, and that the pew 
opener would have to be her “ bridemaid.”

In the English trans- 
lation the meaning of the word (“ mighty) is given instead of the cogno- 
men of the race. The account given of them is short, and the passage is 
admittedly obscure: “ These the Gibborim who from ancient time Enoshites 


the name.“ I leave it unpunctuated, as originally written. In the Hebrew 


there are three words for man—Ish, Enosh, Adam. The second of these 


terms (Enoshites) is that which the Gibborim apply to themselves. The 
word for ancient time,“ or “ of old,” is olam, the equivalent of the Greek 
scon and the English dispensation. It means an indefinite period. So that 
the Gibborim may have existed for tens of thousands of years.

Gaglish Exploring Ship 


Men Caught in Blinding Blissards 
and Dense Fogs—Some Fall eves 
High Precipices, but Return in 
Satety—Slide of 3,000 Feet.

LYTTLETON, New Zealand, March 28.— 
The dark side ot the story of the experience 
ot the explorers of the antarctic ship Discov- 
ery in their dash southward is just being told. 
Capt. Scott reached latitude 87°17’ south 
under conditions of extreme hardship. The 
softened snow told quickly on the dogs, which 
all died. The party had only a month's sup-

Of European countries Sweden proportion- 
ately has the largest forest area, almost two- 
fifths of the total area of the country. In 
Russia the forests cover 32 per cent of the 
same; in Austria, 30; Germany, 23; Norway, 
21; Switzerland, 20; France, 18; Belgium, 17; 
Italy, 14; Spain, 18; Holland, 7; Denmark, 6; 
and in Great Britain, 4 per cent.

the orchestra and its present abiding place 
are inseparably associated. 

That the music would sound better in a 
smaller room is a statement defensible only 
where certain kinds of compositions are con- 
cerned. There are some orchestral works of 
so essentially intimate a nature that they lose 
something of their charm and effectiveness 
in a large room, but the number of such 
works is not great, when compared with the 
number of compo heard to advantage 
in a large hall. | 

The plea for a smaller hall on the ground of 
the music sounding better will never prove 
a strong one with the Chicago public, for 
music can scarcely sound better than it does 
in the Auditorium, or at least the patrons of 
the Chicago Orchestra will never complain 
if they can always listen to music as perfect 
in its every detail as has been that which Mr. 
Thomas has given them during the last 
twelve years. The Auditorium is conceded 
by travelers to be the most perfect concert 
hall acoustically in the world, and the need, 
therefore, for improvement is scarcely a cry- 


ing one. That there are inconveniences to 

which Mr. Thomas and his men are subjected 

in the Auditorium in the matter of rehearsals 

and accommodations is true, but it would 

seem that the adjustment of a matter of this 

kind need not prove an insurmountable dif- 


And now comes the question of the size of 
the new hall. It is a fact that to accommo- 
date the average audience the orchestra has 
had this season a hall of 2,500 would not 
suffice. There has not been an audience in 
attendance at the public rehearsals of one of 
the twenty-four concerts this season that 
would not have crowded the proposed hall to 
the limit of its seating capacity, and in all 
save one or two instances the hall would 
have been absolutely inadequate to house 
the assemblage. And the same is true where 
the audiences of at least two-thirds of the 
evening concerts are concerned. 

This being the case—and the statement is 
founded on fact—is it not unwise to consider 
a plan that means the cutting down of the 
paid attendance already secured for the or- 
chestra? 

Surely it were an unwise merchant who re- 
duced the size of his shop when his business 
was growing. The audience at the orchestra 
concerts ane declared the largest symphony 
audiences féund the world over. That is no 
reason, however, for believing that they have 
reached their limit and will now begin to 
decline. Chicago is steadily growing, the 


artistic is steadily increasing—what reason 
is there, therefore, for believing that the 
symphony audiences also will not continue 
increasing? 

And in the Auditorium, these audiences of 
from 8,000 to 4,500 can be comfortably accom- 
modated. In the new hall growth is impos- 
sible, for the audience already existent can- 
not be cared for! The new hall assures the 
maintenance of the annual deficit—its dis- 
appearance bécomes impossible. There is 
every reason for believing, however, that in 


the Auditorium the next five years will see 


the deficit wiped out entirely. And even 
should the deficit never be reduced beyond 
what it is at present, the endowment fund 
will cover it as successfully there as it would 
if invested in a.new building, and the entire 
public can then be accommodated. 

As for the proposal to give a third concert 
when attendance makes it advisable, the plan 
is open to objection on several grounds.

dent, comparing the Boston Music hall and 
the Auditorium for symphony concerts. 
Your correspondent, who is evidently a sin-

hends the situation there and here. 

We know the origin of the Boston system 
of auction sales of choice of season seats 
from the lips of Maj. H. L. Higginson, who 
has personally sypported the Boston orches- 
tra from the — 4 — His constant pur- 
pose, like our own, has been to give the best 
music, in the best) way, at prices within the 
reach of all. He commenced with an or- 
chestra recruited from among local musi- 
cians, who supported themselves in part by 
other engagements, and fixed his price of 
admission at 50 2 25 cents.

The first year he faced a deficit of about 
$25,000 and found his orchestra not good 
enough. He spent more on it, and by the 
third year his deficit had risen to over $50,000. 
Meantime his audience had grown until his 
hall of 2,200 capacity was largely sold out 
by the season, not to the poor, but to the 
wealth and aristocracy of Boston, who either 
besieged him for choice of seats or paid 
speculators handsome premiums for procur- 
ing them.

In short, we are confronted by a condition, 


not a theory. The question is not whether

orchestra remains in the Auditorium or 
moves to a new music hall, at least $750,000 
will be required to endow it. If A Music

them, though we have sought them for these 
many years. We have demonstrated our 
loyalty to the Auditorium and to the public, 
rich and poor aiike, by collecting from a 
few men and paying out during tweive 
years about $400,000, of which $125,000 went 
to the Auditorium. We see no prospect of 
release from an annual deficit so long as we 
remain in the Auditorium, and we have 
found no men who will provide against 

either by annual subscription or by the 
Gonation of a great endowment fund. The 
only proposition which has met with any 
actual support whatsoever is that now be- 


fore the public, which has already met re- 


sponse to the extent of $270,000, and more 
coming. 


We beliéve that the failure of our former 
efforts is due to the inherent weakness of a 
plan which means nothing but a series of 
concerts, more or less profitable, according 
to the talent o this or that conductor. Equal- 
ly we believe that the promising outlook of 
our present effort is due to the inherent idea 
of strength, stability, and dignity insepara- 
ble from a public institutien lodged in its 
own monumental building, devoted to its 
own distinctive use, whether for religion, 
government, science, learning, or art. 

Consider, for instance, the new banking 
house of the IIHnois Trust and Savings bank. 
The mony put into it would have been as 
safe in bonds, and ite income would have 
paid rent in hired offices. But who does not 
recognize the enormous moral effect and 
business value created for the bank, and, in- 
deed, for the whole city, by that noble build- 
ing? It appeal to the eye and imagination 
is so valuable to a thing so substantial as 
a bank, how much more must it be to an

Incidentaily, they need not fear discrimina- 
tion between rich and poor, or that any music 
lover win be shut out. The new hall will 
not be a nutshell, but will have about 10 per 
cent greater capacity in every class of seats, 
from §1.50 to 26 cents, than the average at- 
tendance for the last four years. Our steady 
patrons will find room and to spare, and even 
our occasional patrons, by the simple ex- 
pedient of clubbing together to buy season 
tickets or feserving single seats a day or two 
in van, can 80 as often in the year as

What might be called the semi-occasional 
crowd wiil not be able, as now, to pick out 
and inundate three or four concerts out of 
the entire season when the weather happens 
to be just right and the soloist fetching, leav- 
ing us ungupported the rest of the year, but 
We feel na moral obligation to enable them 
to do so. They are seldom music lovers, or 
students, or necessarily poor. On the con- 
trary, most of them are well to do pleasure

We do not begrudge their pleasure, and 
would gladly provide it in the hope of mak- 
ing some of them geod music lovers, but 
neither sound judgment nor good conscience 
tell us to go on wrecking our institution as 
we have for twelve long years in a futile at- 
tempt to make things easy for these com- 
fortable economists. 

A third performance has been suggested, 
and it is true that, owning the hall and pay- 
ing the orchestra by the week as we do, we 
could give a third concert at a nominal cost 
whenever pressure at the box office indicates 
its advisability. Three performances in the 
new hall would certainly take care of more 
people thay two in the Auditorium. We have, 
however, made no suggestion that prices of 
admission should be other than regular.

Favors the Auditorium. 

Chicago, March 26.—[Ealtor of The Trib- 
une.]—The following statement concerning 
the present status of the orchestra problem 
ig a synthesis of opinions from a number of 
prominent men and women who want the 
orchestra left in the Auditorium. As this 
side of the question has only recently been 
touched upon, the following outline may 
prove of interest to the public. 

The Chicago orchestra must be kept and 
it must be put on a firm financial basis. Two 
plans are proposed. The first favored by the 
trustees of the orchestra is to build a new 
hall costing $750,400, the money to be raised 
by popular subscription. The second is to 
subsidize the orchestra and leave it in the 
Auditorium. 

The advantages of the first plan are that 
the orchestra will have its own home, which 
will add to its dignity and importance, and 
that, having no rent to pay, the receipts from 
concerts given by the orchestra itself and 
from renting the building for other pur- 
poses will place it on a solid, even paying, 
basis. 

These are the objections: Appeal hasbeen 
made to the buyers of cheap seats to show 
their interest by small contributions in order 
to prove the popular demand for the orches- 
tra to those with larger sums to give 
In a smaller hall these same patrons would 
be the first to be crowded out, not purposely, 
but necessarily. In every system of econ- 
omy demand increases price. When 4,000 
people wish to hear a concert in a hall with 
a seating capacity of 2.600 those who get in 
are the well to do. They may or may not be 
the lovers of music. ; 

Proof of this is too amply furnished by the 
ease of the Boston Symphony orchestra, 
which is housed in a building containing 2,500 
seats. Season tickets sell at a premium, 
which often doubles their price. The only 
unreserved apace is the upper balcony 
Friday afternoons, and the seats there are 
only obtained by long standing and hard 
pushing. Many musicians and students of 
limited income have to give up going to the 
concerts on this account. 


The Auditorium contains nearly double the 
number of cheap seats that a smaller hall 
would. If the orchestra is kept there not 
only is the naturai growth of the audiences 
provided for but also the sudden increases 
caused by a popular program. 

The interest on a reserve fund of $500,000 
dollars at4 per cent would pay the deficit this 
year, which is several thousands less 
last year. This growing interest and appre- 
clation on the part of the general public will, 
within the next few years, make a reserve 
fund unnecessary. The money may then be 
returned to thé donors or used to support 
some other educational or philanthropic pur- 


pose. 

A fund of $750,000 at the same rate would 
cover the deficit and provide a fund for free 
tickets to be awarded to ambitious students 


with limited means. 
The same sum invested in a building is irre- 


trievably gone. Experience has proved that

the administration of buildings of this kind 
is difficult and expensive. 

Unless the hall is rented constantly and the 
limited number of offices are kept filled at a 
high price, the cost of keeping up the bulld- 
ing may exceed the income, and the present 
problem will again have to be faced. 

In any case, the cost of administration will 
be greater than the rent paid at present in 
the Auditorium. ; 

Orchestral effects are said to be lost in a 
hall as large as the Auditorium. Many per- 
sons able to afford higher priced seats seek 
the uppermost balcony for the sake of the 
exquisite blending and shading perceivabie 
there. Little can be urged against the ac- 
coustics of a hall where, in a baicony nearly 
a block from the stage, the noise of a sheet 
of music fallen frém Mr. Thomas’ stand is 
distinctly audible. 

If the mission of the orchestra is to become 
a social feature of our city or the exclusive 
entertainment of a few musicians able to pay 
advanced prices and to understand the most 
intricate music, then the first plan is an ex- 
cellent one. 

But the appeal to the generous givers of the 
city has not been made on behalf of the class 
who are easily able to pay for their own en- 
tertainments. It is asked in order to benefit 
the great majority; in order to make music 
as integral a part of the education of our peo- 

le as are reading and writing; to make our 
ity the gathering place for students of all 
the arts and to make it rank in advantages, 
in attractions, and in spirit with the great 
cities of the world. This cannot be accom- 
plished by contracting the field of the orches- 
tra’s influence or segregating those who have 
the price of a ticket from those who love 
music. | EurHemia HOLDEN.

I know of one case in which the lady’s maid 
of a young girl had gained such an influence 
over the latter that her mother had to send 
her away, after which the girl never opened 
her lips to her mother for a month.

All guests are announced by name on ar- 
rival, whether it be merely for a call or for 
luncheon or dinner. It is important that the 
names should be distinctly pronounced, and 
in a voice loud enough to reach from the door 
to the other end of the room. The butler, 
footman, or parlor maid advances a few steps 
into the room, if it bea large one, to make the 
announcement, which should be so timed as 
to precede the owners of the names in ques- 
tion as they advance towards their hostess. 
At receptions both host and hostess stand by 
the door or at the headof the stairs, but when 
the occasion is a dinner party they merely 
advance towards the center of the room. If 
the person announced is a man of no particu- 
lar importance the hostess does not rise. The 
host advances to shake hands and indicates 
the hostess, to greet whom the guest comes 
forward. But if he should be of great age, 
or high rank, or a person of eminence or dis- 
tinction, the hostess goes down the room to 
receive him directly his name is announced. 

There is nothing more misleading than the 
characters that many women give them 
when referred to for information about a 
servant, and more especially in reply to the 
questions: Can she wait at table?“ and 
„Is she clever at announcing names?” A 
reply in the affimative is often given when 
the woman is utterly inexperienced in both 
things, and the new mistress has the disa- 
greeable task of training her. It is disagree- 
able because most maid servants resent the 
idea that they do not doeverything quite well 
enough. 

— 

‘Again, servants whom one might expect to 
be fairly well trained turn out to be quite 
ignorant of the etiquette in connection with 
knocking at doors. The rule is: Never knock 
at sitting room doors (cooks are the excep- 
tion to this rule), but alwaye knock at bed- 
room doors. Inferior servants invariably 
knock at the door of drawing room or dining 
room, even if one has rung for them; and by 
this one may deduce the caste of the family 
where they were last employed, as well as by 
another infallible sign—namely: laying des- 
sert spoons on the table for soup instead of 
tablespoons. 

But though those servants whose business 
it is to wait on the family should enter the sit- 
ting rooms without knocking, they must not 
be allowed to come in noisily or to rattle the 
latch. Again, when leaving they should close 
the door securely, gently but firmly sending 
the latch home into the socket. They should 
also be trained in the way of shutting the 
door while they are in the room, whether to 
mend the fire or arrange the tea table, or 
bring in letters. Some servants have an an- 
noying habit of leaving the door wide open, 
allowing the cold air to.enter in winter and 
drafts to blow everything about in summer. 

In such ways as these will the mistress who 
has a well conducted ménage see that her ser- 4 
vants are trained. No banging of doors is al- 
lowed. No loud voices.or noisy footsteps are

Wheat showed strength in the first half of 
the session, chiefly because of the large ex- 
port business of the day before and the 
feeling that it might be repeated.

The Privilege“ Question. 

Commenting on Mr. Warren's statements 
in yesterday's TRIBUND regarding privilege 
trading in this market, W. 8. Crosby of 
Logan & Bryan says: 

“I think his statements of facts are en- 
tirely misleading, as many other statement 
of facts frequently are where the biggest 
part of the facts are left out. His expres- 
sion. of his own opinion as to whether freedom 
of contract making on the board of trade is 
desirable or not is possibly worth as much 
as any other Individual person's opinion, and 
no more. Certainly the members of the 
board who have been doing business here 
for years, both in fimes when puts and calls 
were freely traded in and during the time 
since they were prohibited, ought to be able 
to judge as to their effect upon their own 
business. No one can deny that the senti- 
ment of the members is overwhelmingly in 
favor of freedom to makes these contracts. 
This vast majority of the members includes 
practically all tlie large cash grain houses 
and commission houses, as well as the prom- 
inent international stock exchange houses 
of New York who are members of this board. 
Mr. Warren says puts and calls were pro- 


hibited on the board before the present law 


existed. He does not call attention to the 
fact that the law and the courts at that time 
had a strong prejudice against all board of 
trade transactions, and that our trades for 
future delivery, which are now legal, were 
at that time much in question, fuby as much 
go as were puts and calls at that time, nor 
that puts and calls are legal in every other 
state in the United States, except one, and 
in every civilized country in the world. The 
state of Illinois is, therefore, the laughing 
stock of business men everywhere outside of 
the state. The public should clearly under- 
stand that the amendment asked for does 
not legalize a gambling contract. .If puts 
and calls on the board of trade are gambling 
contracts, they will still under the ban 
of the law. The only change in the law 
asked for is to enlarge the freedom of the 
courts in their exercise of discretion on cases 
which come before them for the enforcement 
of these contracts, so as to allow the courts 
to discriminate on the facts in each case, 
whether the contract is a gambling contract 
or alegitimateone. The law as it now stands 
assumes that every contract for an option 
on a commodity is a gambling contract. The 
intents, uses; and purposes of the option 
are entirely ignored, and the court is allowed 
to take no cognizance of that. We simply 
ask to have the law amended so that every 
contract will stand on its own merits.’’ 

Old time oats and provision traders recall 
periods when there was a great trade here 
in puts and calls in both of those mar- 
kets.

Along the wayside in Kentucky was the 
home of the Adams, relatives of the moth- 
ers side of the family.

Cornelius 
Sparks was an accidental witness to the act 
of a member of his uncle's family. A col- 
ored woman had reared a family of white 
children, after their own mother had died. 
She was cruelly knocked down with the 
butt of a whip because she was unable 
to suppress her grief at th sale of her own 
gon, That was the spark that set the aboli- 
tion spirit of Cornelius Sparks aflame. He 
had known of the service of the negro woman 
to the unfortunate white children. and he 
resolved to leave the countty that harbored 
such an institution. 

Three families made journey in ox 
teams, camping in tents a’ night, driving 
their stock withthem. Settlement was made 
in Wayne county, Indiana; in 1814, but in 
1828 the family came to what is now known 
as Berrien county, Michigan. There the 
father and sons bre ce virgin soil, blazed the 
way to civilization, the children grow- 
ing to manhood and womanhood, « finally 
martying and raising families of their own.

Mover Has His Troubles. 


The furnitire mover in the association has 
tris troubles, however, and he is asking that 
he be not judged too harshly. For instance, 
be has to pay his drivers the year threurh 
a salary of 814 a week and ful) time for ali 
extra time; the driver’s helper must have $2 
a day with full pay for overtime: each extra 
helper must have 30 cents an hour, and to 
All enployés time and a half must be pard 
for work on Sundays and on legal holiday. 
Then if a van’s complement has taken sev- 
eral hours to move your effects to wu point 
more than five miles beyond the barns of 
the van cOmpany you are done paying as 
soon as the drivers are gone. but in view 
of this distance the van company must pay 
these helpers for an extra bour enabling 
them to get home. 

This hour system in moving this year will 
work some interesting changes in the bearing 
of the persone moving and paying the bil. 
In times past it has not been an unbeard 
of thing for the van drivers to come up to « 
flat where the price for moving was lumped 
and find unwashed breakfast dishes on fhe 
table, the range hot, pictures still om the 
walls, and not a move made toward getting 
furniture in readiness for moving. 

This year the $1.50 to $2 an hour charged 
the tenant will force things into better shape. 
Furniture packers will charge 50 cents an 
hour for packing, while the mover will pay 
for the packing cases and material. Boxes 
are away up in price, averaging nearly 75 
cents each; sugar barrels with their heads in- 
tact and in good condition will bring 25 cents 
each, while apple and potato barrels bring 
10 cents each, regardless of condition.

The present duke of Hamilton, by a se- 
quence of accidents, found himself trans- 
formed seven years ago from an unknown 
lieutenant to the premier peership of Scot- 
land, with three ducal titles and as many 
marquisates, to say nothing of earldoms and 
baronies sufficient to equip half a dozen aver- 
age peers. 

Luck of Duke of Hamilton. 


How slight was the prospect of Lieut. Al- 
fred Douglas-Hamiiton ever succeeding to 
the family honors may be gathered from the 
fact that, although he is the thirteenth duke 
of Hamilton, he derives his descent from a 
third son of the fourth duke, who was born 
in the faraway seventeenth century, and that 
all his intermediate ancestors were younger 
sons. How many lives might in the ordinary 
course have come between the young lieu- 
tenant and the dukedom it Is impossible to 
estimate; but, as it was said in sporting par- 
lance at the time of his accession, the odds 
were thousands to one against his ever 
wearing the strawberry leaves. 

By a similar series of accidents the present 
duke of Portland succeeded to the title and 
wealth of the Bentincks. The son of a third 
son, who in turn was a third son of the third 
duke, there seemed as much chance of the 
young subaltern of the guards ever being 
the head of his family as of his becoming 
emperor of China. The fourth duke alone 
had four sons, all of whom were considerate 
enough not to marry; and the third duke 
was also blessed with four sons, who were 
sufficiently amiable to make the way clear 
for the lucky young soldier. | 


Poor Boy’s Leap to Nobility. 
When Master William Grey first opened 
his eyes in Newfoundland fifty years ago 
his prospects of a coronet would have been 
considered dear at half a crown, for his 
father was but the third son of the third 
son of an earl of Stamford, and there were 
many lives between him and rank and for- 
tune. His father was a poor clergyman, and 
the future earl had to face many vicissi- 
tudes of fortune before he was suddenly ex- 
alted from the position of a Lendon diocesan 
reader to be earl of Stamford and baron 
Grey of Groby. 

Probably no one was more surprised than 
the late earl of Caithness, when he realized 
that he was heir to his distant cousin, the 
fifteenth earl. As a young man there had 
been so many lives between him and the 
title that he would have laughed at the sug- 
gestion that one day he would wear an earl's 
coronet, and he made himself quite happy 
as a bank agent in Scotland, while his son, 
the earl of today, tended his farm and herd- 
ed his sheep in the states. 

There was equally little chance of August- 
us Arthur Perceval ever qualifying for a 
seat in the house of lords, for his father, a 
poor army officer, was a second soneof the 
fifth son of the second Baron Arden, who 
himself was not within measurable distancs 
of the earldom of Egmont. 


Hall Porter Becomes an Earl. 
There are few more dramatic stories in the 
peerage than this of the elevation of the “em 
porter of Chelsea town hall to the rank o 
earl, viscount, and baron by a series of acci- 
dents only less remarkable than the hard 
blows that Fortune had dealt him before she 
revolutionized his life in this startling fash- 
ion. 

A still more dramatic story is told of one of 
the earls of Huntingdon, who before his ele- 
vation to the earldom was an obscure bar- 
rack master in Ireland. One day he chanced 
to be looking through some old correspond- 
ence of his grandfather, a man of a position 
as humble as his own, when he saw a refer- 
ence to a possible claim to the extinct earl- 
dom of Huntingdon. Following up that clew 
the barrack master discovered that he was 
really heir to the title, and after a long strug- 
gle succeeded in getting his claim admitted 
and in taking his seat in the house of lords. 

The history of the Bellew family iliustrates. 
the strange vicissitudes by which a title may 
fali to a seemingly impossible person. At 
one time there were no fewer than ten lives 
between the present holder and the title, and 
yet within the short space of two years every 
one of these intermediate lives was removed.“ 
tour heirs perishing together through the 
upsetting of a boat in a squall.

From a Living Volcano. 

Mount Rainier is still a living volcano;: one 
of the three craters in its summit at all times 
Belches forth hot steam and affords grateful 
Warmth to the few people who have dared 
pass a night there at an altitude of more than 
14,500 feet. Sixteen slipping glaciers glorify 
its summit, descending to no great height

feat, for which the Stone & Webster electrical 
management of Boston stand sponsor, is an 
example of the outpourings of these fields of 
ice, drawing, with its tributary, the Mowich, 
upon five great glaciers—the Puyallup, the 


Carbon, the North Mowich, the South Mo- 
wich, and the North Tacoma. The area com- 


prehended by these glaciers exceeds the area 
of the city of Seattle, thirty square miles of 
icé, varying in thickness from 100 to 1,500 


féet. The streams composing the Puyallup 
flow from the northeast side of the mountain 
toward Puget sound, along a slope that for 
the first few miles is precipitous and full of 
falls. Above the point of their exit from the 
glacier extends the frozen wilderness—deep 
snow piled heavily about the crown of the 
mountain and through its constant pressure 
renewing the ever moving, ever wasting. 
ever breaking ice pack below. These glaciers 
Uke all others in every part of the world— 
are unresting, beating ceaselessly down the 
slopes at the rate of an inch or two inches, or 
more, daily, according to the weather and 
the season. The ice is sq beautifully clear 
that objects may be discerned through blocks 
twenty feet in thickness. Frequently the ice 
cracks with tremendous detonations; and 
once in a great while one of the most spec- 
tacular things in nature happens over the 
Wallis Wall, a sheer precipice of 5,000 feet on 
the northwest slope of the mountain. Above 
this precipice hangs the Carbon glacier, 350 
feet thick, pushing inch by inch along the 
verge until now and then a projecting mass 
of thousands upon thousands of tons of ice 
breaks off for a plunge of a mile straight 
downward. Not many men have seen this 


spectacle, for the trails are rugged; but 


those who have seen it will tell you of it by 
lifting their hands in awe. 


Snow Twenty Feet Deep. 

The snow, which through pressure becomes 
compact ice, accumulates with wonderful 
rapidity during all the winter. The fall of 
water on the western slopes of Rainier is ex- 


cessive, avera ging 150 inches, more than 


three times the average rainfall of New York | 


and Boston, and most of it comes down in the 
form of snow.. The rainy season begins in 
November, lasting until May or June, and 
during these months the warm, quiet drizzle 
of the sound cities falle for the most part 
frozen upon the hoary slopes of 


ly encounter elsewhere in the United States: 
In the foothills of the mountain it lies twenty 


feet on the levels in winter, and a depth of . 
thirty feet has been measured time and 


again on the flat stretches of Paradise val- 
ley. These vast deposits of snow are held 
until late spring, when they disappear rap- 
idly, the rush of their waters supplemented 
with rain. The water melted from the new 


snow is clear as crystal; that fromthe glacial . 


ice is characterized by a fine white slit, 
caused by the grinding of the glaciers over 


rock; but neither is good to the taste nor 


healthful, though it all acquires healthful- 
ness through aeration in the course of plung- 
ing over waterfalls and rapids on its way. to 
the sea. 

The flow of the rivers issuing from the ice 
fields, however, is as steady and reliable as 
the ocean tides. They have, indeed, especial- 
ly in summer time, a tide of their own—a tide 
which makes practicable the great engineer- 
ing enterprise which is now being under- 
taken. During the dry season—in July, Aug- 
ust, and September—a daily rise of the water, 
melted by the heat of the sun, begins at about 
11 o’clock in the morning, subsiding toward 
5 o’clock in the afternoon. During this period 


each mountain stream creeps slowly to a 


maximum height, which exceeds the mini- 
mum by perhaps two or three inches where 
the stream is broad or two or three feet in 
narrow channels. This tidat action exactly 
suits the scheme of the engineers, for the 
high water does not arrive at the point of its 
employment, some miles down the Puyallup, 
until about the hour of night when the great- 
est draft is made upon the power creating

The cold, constant 
flow of water, borne far up the heights, offers 
to the imaginative engineer his unique op- 
portunity. The problem is merely to catch it

The generators for the production of elec- 
tric power are greater than any in the world 
except those at Niagara. The plan is to take 
water from the Puyallup river at a point 
where, at nearly 2,000 feet above sea level, 
the stream makes a great loop, to carry it by 
means of the flume a distance of ten and one- 
half miles down the river, and there to pre- 
cipitate it through steel tubes against wheels 
in the cafion below. 

At this lower end of the flume the water 
will be discharged into a forebay and con- 
necting reservoir of dimensions sufficient to 
hold a supply against any accident in the en- 
gineering departments above. Out of thisar- 
tificial lake water will be hurled down hill 
through four tubes 1,700 feet long that make 
directly, at an angle of 45 degrees, toward 
the power station in the cafion. Each tube 
has a diameter of four feet and carries a 
column of water with a head of 8560 feet—the 
actual elevation being greater than this, but 
an allowance being necessarily made for the 
friction in the pipe. At the outlet of the 
pipes the water, concentrated to a small 
stream, will issue, it is calculated, at the 


rate of nearly three miles a minute. What 
such speed means can be appfcigted only by 
a man who has seen it. As it mes out it 


will present the appearance of a solid bar of 
glass or ice. Strike it with a crowbar and the 
bar will ring out as if it had struck a steel 
anvil. This column of water, hurled for- 
ward at cannon shot speed, strikes the cups 
or an impulse water wheel, and it does not 
require a vivid imagination to think out what 
happens, the wheel being on an axle and 
privileged to turn round.

The hydraulic arrangements by which the 
water does this miracle deserve further de- 
tailed explanation. At the point of the in- 
take at the Puyallup a dam is to lift the sur 
face of the water twelve feet, thereby se- 
curing a permanent supply. The intake 
canal is built with solid walls of concrete, 
with substantial lead gates and screen. Thus 
the water is slid along the high ground. 
Thence it is car through a flume eight 
feet wide and feet deep, constructed of 
substantial timber, and strung along the side 
of the cafion like a snake, now burrowing tte 
way through promontories of solid rock or 
stretching on stilts across deep ravines. 
Along such a sluiceway a young river is car- 
ried through regions so rough that at first 
they seemed inaccessiblé to the engineere 
themselves. But it arrives safely at last at 
the river again, after a loop of twelve miles. 

The flume as completed will carry daily a 
burden of water of 2,000,000 tons, which will 
all pass through the four steel tubes already 
described, tapering from their diameter of 
four feet to a mere five inch outlet. The plan 
adopted of using an independent tube for 
each impulse wheel is an innovation in dee- 
trical engineering which has beew devised in 
order to afford a better control of the power. 


The electric current generated from thé 


wheels will be “ stepped up,” in the elec- 
trician’s phrase, from 2,500 volta to 530,006 
volts at the power house.

was of modest proportions and simple architecture, but it stood 


like a rock for twelve centuries. Charlemagne was crowned 
there by Pope Leo III. in the year 799. 
The original structure was destroyed in the fifteenth cen- 


tury, and in 1450 Pope Nicholaus V. commissioned Leo Bat- 


tista, Alberti, and Barnardo Rossellino to reconstruct the 
church. There was considerable delay in securing the plans, 
and for many years all work upon the building was suspend- 
ed. Fifty years later the work was resumed by Giuliano San- 
gallo and Bramante, who were succeeded in 1514 by Raffael 
Sanzio d' Urbino. Raffael, to whom St. Peter owes some of 
its most beautiful details, continued to work on the church 


to his death. Baldassare Peruzzi became his successor and 


conducted the work until 1546, when Michael Angelo Buon- 
arroti was commissioned to take charge of the work. Dis- 
datisfied with some of the plans, Michael Angelo drew an en- 
tirely new plan of the cupola, which wae faithfully executed 
by his successors, For centuries St. Peter's church, and par- 
ticularly its cupola, have been held in admiration as master- 
pieces of architecture, and experts praise above everything 
the noble lines and harmonious proportions of the edifice. 

In the year 1626 Pope Urban VII., 1.800 years after its 
foundation, consecrated the new basilica, which had cost 
250,000,000 lire, and upon which annually 180,000 lire had been

This, 
névertheless, Mr. Dugmore has accom- 
plished,.and among naturalists the feat has 
made him fameus. 
Wild Birds Eat from His Hand. 

He did not acquire easily the skill and 
knowledge which made the feat possible. 
He has been photographing wild things— 
deer, birds, fieh, snakes—fer years, and he 
has made over 3.000 good negatives. Thus 
he has gained gradually a great stere of 
technical skill in photography, anda 
store of knowtedge ef the habits of all kin 
of wild creatures. He has gained, too, the 
power of setting up a friendly relationship 
with wild creatures. He is able, going up 
to a nesting bird in the forest, to caress it as 
one caresses a dog. He is able to persuade 
wild birds to eat from his hand, to perch as 
fearlessly upon his finger as upon a twig. 

It is only with certain birds, though, and 
in certain seasons, that Mr. D re has 
this strange power. There are times when 
it is only with the greatest artifice that he 
can make his famous pictures. 

Sometimes, for instance, he will make his 
pictures from within an artificial cow. The 
cow is portable. It is composed of thin

Mr. Dugmore has found that an artificial 
cow, like an artificial tree, fools birds. He 
has found that, inside one of these cows, he 
can study the most intimate segrets of bird 
life. The little creatures, perched only two 
or three feet away from him, will conduct 
themselves quite as though he was not 
there. And thus, pointing his camera from 
one of the portholes in the side of the cow, 
he is able to get phenomenal pictures. 

Sometimes, again, the young man hides 
himself in an umbrella. He hangs from the 
rib points of an open umbrella a circular veil 
of some thin, dark muslim that covers him 
completely, and inside this he stalks through 
the woods looking for birds. 

How to Photograph Birds. 

Mr. Dugmore regards the photographing 
of. birds with their mothers as one of the 
most interesting phases of his work. In de- 
scribing the process in so far as it concerns 
the less timid birds, he said: 

“In order to secure young birds at the 
time they are ready to leave their nest it 
is necessary to watch them carefully, and 
to remember that the young of different birds 
leave their nests at different stages of de- 
velopment. For example, young grouse, 
quail, and woodcock leave almost immedi- 
ately after coming from the eggs, just asa 
chicken does. Ground birds, such as field 
sparrows and bobolinks, usually leave be- 
fore they can fly at all. Birds whose nests 
are at some distance from the ground seldom 
leave until their wings are fairly well de- 
veloped. For the smaller birds the age is 
about twelve days. So you’see that in order 
to know.when to expect the young to leave 
you must know something of the bird and its 
habits. 

“When the young are about ready to 
leave,‘ make all your arrangements before 
disturbing them. Select a suitable support; 
a growing branch on which there are not 
too many leaves is best, and it is well to iso- 
late this branch by cutting away the im- 
mediate surroundings, or otherwise the 
young will hop about from twig to twig and 
so get outside the field of your camera. Be 
sure when focusing on the support to leave 
sufficient. space for the old -bird on either 
side of the young. Do not forget that the 
weight of the birds will cause the branch to

No Rule for Success.

provided you are not too near and do not 
make any quick motions. Once the bird has 
become used to your presence she will no 
longer object to your being hear; in fact. she 
will allow you to stand alongside of her 
young while she feeds them. It is noticea- 
ble that ft is. usually the female bird who 


feeds ber yeung in the presence of possl- 


ble danger. Often the male does so as well, 
but never in my experience have I seen the

Does It All with His Feet. 
With this incident as a hint we arrange 
wires in all the stations so that the ticket 
agent could press a lever with his foot and 
thus extinguish all the lights. The .same 
agency starts a gong ringing on the outside 
of the stations and it continues to alarm until 
the agent releases the pressure, which simul 
taneously restores the lights. 
„The only fair test we have yet had of the 
system's effectiveness was at the Twelfth 
street station. The agent there, shortly 
after the plan got in working order, was 
confronted by two men. Qhe/aimed a pistol 
at his head and compelled film to elevate 
his hands. The other jumped over the turn- 
stile and tried to open the door of the cage. 
The door was locked and the agent was com- 
manded to unlock it, the pistol still being 
divected at his eyes. The agent stated with 
as much composure as he could assume that 


he could not open the door with his hands 


above his head. 

„Then put them down and get a move 

on you,’ was the order; : 
Lights Out and Big Racket. 

„ Lowering his hands, the agent stepped 
toward the door, but dropped suddenly to the 
floor and pressed the lever. In obedience to 
the motion the lights quickly went out and 
the gong set up a racket that aroused the 
neighborhood. The robber with the pistol 


fied with dispatch into Twelfth street, but 


the other fellow was caught inside the turn 
stile and he ran back and forth like a caged 
rat, but finally vaulted over the stile and 
escaped to the street.

It is not without good reason the Washing 
ton authorities have become alarmed at the 
possibility of serious trouble in handling the 
postal business of Chicago. Despite the lim- 
ited space allotted for the prompt transmis- 
sion of this city’s mail matter, there has 
been no serious trouble as yet; it is the 
rapidly increasing business and the imme- 
diate future that has caused the Washing- 
ton officials to become active. 

Every business day there are received at 

the postoffice to be forwarded 1,500,000 letters 
and circulars and 100 tons of second class 
matter, such as newspapers, etc. Between 
sixty-five and seventy tons of third and 
fourth class matter, and with the handling 
of the incoming mails for local delivery 
every inch of space in the old posto ffice, 
which measures 240x523 feet, does double. 
duty. Yet were it not for the assistance fur- 
nished by station U, at Canal and Adams 
streets, and the additienal advantage denved 
by establishing submailing stations at a 
number of the larger mail order concerns it 
would prove utterly impossible to promptty 
move these mountains of mailable matter. 
During February, the latest postal state- 
ment, showed a business increase at the New 
York postoffice of 12 per cent. For the same 
period an increase of 15 per cent was met

such as ten men and women out of every hundred can grind 


out on occasions or have ground out in times past. 

For purposes such as these the man who can do this 
may be described as the poet.” Such a person starts in love 
handicapped, considering it as a mile course, just about 440 
yards ahead of the other competitors—and can hardly keep 
from winning at that distance. 

Probably you never would have occasion to use this gentle 
‘art at any other time. It is still more probable that you never 
would admit that you possessed the ability, and never would 
allow auh one other than the chosen one to see any of the 
efforts of your pen.

A set was ordered the other day in royal Vienna with Rem- 
brandt heads, each a copy of one of the famous paintings. In 
others the monogram of the owner is the chief decoration. 
Those with a border of solid color, as pink atid deep reds and 
pale greens, are 19 85 as these colors are so attractive in 
all table decorations. thers Who ate limited to one set choose 
white and gold, whith will blend with anything, or an ivory 
white, which is popular just now, and which is particularly

But all this doesn't bar those from using the service plate 
who can have it only of the plainest description. Plain white 
china is always elegant and has the advantage of blending 
with everything. White would be far more attractive than the 
most beautiful decorations in the world if they didn’t fit per- 
fectly with the other table trimmings. 

It is the artistic effect and the way in which the dinner is 
served which is important, and not the quality of the china. 

There is a distinction between the service and the place 
plates in both use and size. The first is intended to hold the 
plates which contafn the early courses of the dinner. The time 
of removing it*is a much disputed point, but as one of the first 
rules of good servicé is that nothing should be lone without 
a reason,” the proper time is when the meat course .omes; or 
whatever the first one may be which heéds to be cut with a 
knife. The slipping of one platé upon the other, which would 
follow, would make the service plate impractical at this point. 

As it is required to hold soup, oyster, and fish plates, and 
should project a little beyond them, the service plate needs to 
be large. What is called a ten inch plate is usually chosen, 
which is really about eleven inches and a half, as china deal- 
ers have a way of meagiiring from the inside of the rim to the 
extreme edge of the opposite side. : 

The place plates, of intermediate plates, as they are some- 
times called, are smaller and ate set on between courses only, 
either for the latter part of the dinner of sometimes all 
through, when thé service plate is omitted. As they are in- 
tended only to be looked at tue are mostly used by the wom- 
an who has beautiful china which is too precious for eating 
purposes. As the sm set is never used twice during a meal 
this method requires & great deal of china and a great deal 
of service. ALP 

The plate is set down at the time the one belonging to the 
course just finished is removed, atid taken tip again when the 
one for the next cOufse is plated. Such elaborate service is 
rather against conversation than a help to it, although these 
intermediate sets ate sometimes called conversation plates. 

Perhaps the simplest way of avoiding an empty cover is to 
have each one removed just as that for the following course 
is set down. Many people prefer to setve the Whole dinner in 
this way and nevef Allow one plate to be set upon another. 
They use a place platé when the guests sit down and have it 
removed when the first course is brought. ~
